To see if the Town will vote to fix the pay 
of the several Town Officers and raise and appropriate money 
for the same. 

To transact any other business which may 
legally come before said meeting.

Report of Superintendent of Schools 


To THE SCHOOL BOARD AND CITIZENS OF MADISON: 
I have the honor to submit for your consideration my 
first annual report of the condition of your schools. 


UNUSUAL CONDITIONS 


More difficulty in carrying on any kind of business has 
been encounted during this year then ever before. The Great 
War made a demand upon the resources of our country that 
was unprecedented, and diverted to the purposes of the war 
activities, human material as well as material of all other 
kinds. Many teachers left the work of teaching for the better 
paid positions that were clamoring for helpers, so that we

have been confronted with a shorter supply of teachers, and 
a demand for higher wages. How long this condition is to 
continue, no one knows, but we cannot reasonably look for 
lower prices for another year. The price of wood, paper, books 
and conveyance has advanced, and while we have exercised as 
‘much care as possible, the cost of running your schools is 
somewhat increased. 

The unusually severe cold and heavy snows of the winter 
of 1918, forced the schools to close during the prevalence of 
bad roads. The influenza, also has seriously interfered with 
the schools, as with all business. We have been very fortu- 
nate in keeping our schools running so well, and withas 
efficient teachers as we have had on the whole: but I have 
not attempted to do more than to keep the schools up to the 
standard, and carry on the program of study as recommended 
by the State Superintendent.

The above table shows how much more expensive it is 
to school children in small schools. If all the pupils could be 
brought together in one building much better work could be 
done at less cost. 

REPAIRS 


Only some very minor repairs have been made during the 
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year, as it was difficult if not impossible to obtain carpenters. 
The proposed improvements on the Lake school house should 
be made at once, and similar improvements on the Corner 
house should be made, as the lighting at this house is so bad 
that the pupils have great difficulty to see to study on dark 
days. Since we now know that most of the eye troubles come 
from improper lighting of school rooms, it should be oneof our 
first duties to correct the evils which are so easily removed. 


HicH SCHOOL 


There are six pupils studying in high schools. outside of 
the district. There are two pupils taking the second year’s 
work, and two taking the first year’s work in the Mason and 
Nickerson schools. While these pupils are doing as good 
work as can be expected under the circumstances, it would be 
much better for both the pupils and the schools, if the pupils 
could go to well equipped high schools where they can have 
the benefit of special teachers, adequate library facilities, and 
equipment in science. 


LESSONS OF THE GREAT WAR | 


The Great War has taught us that educated men make 
the best soldiers in the world, and that it is necessary in 
peace, as well as in war that all Americans should receive an 
education that will fit them to take important positions, and 
do effective work in the world. A startling fact has also been 
brought out. The examination of the men called to the 
colors showed that an alarming number of our young men, 
and particularly those from the rural districts, were physically 
unfit for military service. It was also shown that much of 
this physical unfitness could have been easily prevented, or 
corrected if proper physical conditions, and corrective 
measures had been applied in early life. It 1s no longer pa- 
triotic to urge economy when dealing with factors that may 
effect the mental or physical development of our boys and 
girls, for if they may not be called upon to defend the country, 
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they will be called upon to do its work. It becomes a patri- 
otic duty as well as a matter of economy to provide liberally 
for your schools, so that the best teachers and the best equip- 
ment within your means may be provided for your children ~ 
during the period in which they are being fitted for their life 
work.
